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CHILE. 

Smallpox at Pisagua. 

September 29, 1902, the consul at Iquique reports an epidemic of 
smallpox at Pisagua, and some cases in the villages between Pisagua and 
Iquique. 

October 13, 1902, the consul reports that after careful investigation 
he is able to ascertain the existence of only 6 cases of smallpox at Pisa- 
gua, and that reports of an epidemic have been exaggerated. 

COSTA RICA. 

Yellow fever at Port Limon. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Wm. H. Carson reports 4 cases and 3 deaths from 
yellow fever at Port Limon from October 6 to October 30, 1902. 

EGYPT. 

Cholera epidemic. 

Cairo, Egypt,* October IS, 1902.
